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XXPSDITIOI NAESS SUEYET - Turkmenskaya Iskra, lo 193, 20 Sep *8 

At the beginning of 19*8, on expedition of "Dnepr otransproyekt," wader 
supervision, of A, Ye. Potclov, Engineer -Major of roadbeds and structures, com- 
pleted a terrain surrey for a railroad from Urgench to Kungrad. The surveyors 
tried to find sui table access to the Ust-Urt Plateau, vhich decends abruptly 
to the south aad obstructs the course of the railroad. The engineers suggested 
that the ascent to the plateau nay be achieved by double traction, i.e., by 
tiro locomotives . 

The Chard thou -Kungrad line* rill represent the southern section of 
the Chardzhou -Aleksandrov Gay main line. The plan for this section h*s been 
. orked out in its basic points . Surveyors nov must develop the plan for the 
middle section, from Kungrad to Mak*t. The latter is located on the Gur'yev- 
Kandagacn railrord . 

Tbs middle section is about 750 kilometers long and is the most difficult. 
Beyond Kungrad, it passes through terrain vhich has abundant cavern format lane. 
This provides work for geologists. The ascent to Ust-Urt is over a steep 90- 
aeter c’iff . A survey of ground conditions must be made at this point. About 
*00 kilometers of the line vill run across the Ust-Urt Plateau, vhich has 
never been thoroughly explored. There are practically no inhabited places in 
this part of the country. The supply of fresh vater vill be a different 
Problem. 

The northern elope of Uet-Urt is more passable than the southern. Sere 
the region begins to merge with the Ural steppe. Here the railroad line eaters 
the territory cf the Kazakh SSB, crosses the Baba River, and connects «dth the 
railroad lead ing to Gur'yev. A line vill also be laid along the shore of the 
Caspian Sea. 
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A research party under K. A„ Koshkin recently arrived in Ckju'dxhou and 
will lay out the roadbed from Kungr&d to the north. Another party, under A. T. 
Mironenko, will more from the opposite direction, starting out from the Gur'yev- 
Kanflagach line. A geological group is also going to the construction site. 

The expedition will be led by Engineer A, 0* Til ’man, who earlier took part in 
surrey work on the Earsdagsch Gur'yev line. 

Preliminary research, corering about 400 kilometers, is planned this year. 

The operating base for the southern group of the expedition will be in 
Eangrad. Research workers will bare at their disposal an airplane, seven auto- 
mobiles, and camel transport. Radio will be used for ccramnnicatian. 

In constructing the roadbed of the middle section, an original automatic 
leveling iratrument, designed by Soviet Engineer Arktanor, will be used for 
the first time. It i® built on a bicycle. While, with an ordinary lereling 
instrument, the surveyors Can surrey 5 kilometers a day, the new instrument 
will make it possible to surrey terrain at the speed of walking. It will algo 
provide an automatically recorded chart of the lereling, that is, a finished 
profile. An automatic tachymeter of new design will also be used. 

7.360 JOXOMBrKRS Ctf B3J8CTRIC RAILWAYS — Soretsbaya Utra, No 228, 25 Sep 48 

By the end of 1950# the total length of electric railroads in the Soviet 
Union Bhoald reach 7#360 kilcaaetera. Turing the 10-year period before the 
war, an average of 200 ki lone t era of railroads per year were converted to 
electricity. Turing the postwar Five-Year Plan the average figure increased 
to 1,000 kilometers. 

One of the; most important task® of railroad workers i® the electrifica- 
tion of the Ural-Slberl&n mainline, 2,35° kilometers long, extending from 
Novosibirsk tq^Dem station, near Ufa. This railroad connects the most im- 
portant Industrial regions of the Urals and 'Kuzbass and is one of the leading 
lines in the country with regard to freight capacity. Electrification of the 
entire length o* the Ural-Siberian Railroad must be completed during this 
Five-Year Plan. 

Sovetsk&ya Latviya, Ho 213, 8 Sop 48 

Kounrad Mine is connected with Balkhash Copper -ftnelting Plant by a 20- 
kilometer railroad line. This road is now being electrified and by the end 
of the year the first electric train will carry Kounrad ore to the Copper- 
Smelting Plant.

Because of a decrease In the number of passengers, 12 trains will be dis- 
continued in each direction on the Riga-Vmor 'ye Line starting 7 September.
